Claims 8-15 and 17-21 and 23-27 are 
withdrawn from further consideration by the Examiner, 37 C.F.R. § 1.142(b), as being drawn to 
a non-elected invention. The withdrawn subject matter is patentably distinct from the elected 
subject matter as it differs in structure and element and would require separate search 
considerations. In addition, a reference, which anticipates one group, would not render obvious 
the other.

As result of the election and the corresponding scope of the invention identified supra, 
the remaining subject matter of claims 1-7, 16 and 24-26are withdrawn from further 
consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142 (b) as being drawn to non-elected inventions. The 
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withdrawn compounds contain varying functional groups such as pyridine, homopiperazinyl, 
thiomopholinyl, etc, which are chemically recognized to differ in structure and function. This 
recognized chemical diversity of the functional groups can be seen by the various classification 
of these functional groups in the U.S. classification system, i.e. class 544 subclass 63(+) 
(thiomorpholine), class 546 subclass 249(+) (pyridinyl), class 544 subclass 180(+) (triazines), 
etc. Therefore the subject matter which are withdrawn from consideration as being non-elected 
subject differ materially in structure and composition and have been restricted properly a 
reference which anticipated but the elected subject matter would not even render obvious the 
withdrawn subject matter and the fields of search are not co-extensive.
